grasp. Jesus, its founder, m erely went 
about doing good, healing the sick, 
visiting people in trounle, and en­ 
deavoring to convince those who 
listened to him, th at there was only 
one path to happiness—and th a t was 
to love people and render some 
service to them! 
Iii all his discourses Jesus talked 
plainly, using simple illustrations 
that all could understand. He drew 
largely upon nature for these talks. 
But one day—apparently thinking 
that his questioners wanted him to 
express some profound tru th , he 
confounded them (his owrn disciples) 
by placing a child in th eir m idst 
and telling them th at unless they 
became as little children they could 
not hope to be great in the K ing­ 
dom of Heaven. 
Recently I have been absorbed in 
a book called “Kingdom of In n o ­ 
cents," by Mildred Cram . W ith its 
English setting it is an excellent 
story to read at this time. Its them e, 
however, embraces som ething sym ­ 
bolic th a t melts into the very p at­ 
tern of life itself. You get a picture 
of England in many of its phases, 
and of the Briton. Best of all, you 
get the story of two children, aided 
by a dwarf gardener, and enticed 
into making a “W ish” th a t they 
m ight forever rem ain children in 
mind, growing old only in body. This 
beautifully w ritten and cleverly con­ 
ceived book is sure to give any in ­ 
telligent hum an being a spiritual 
cleansing of both mind and heart. 
We are apt, as we grow older, to 
neglect the great beauty and sim ­ 
plicity of character as embodied in 
the child mind. I think th a t it is 
a compliment to any one to say th a t 
he or she doesn’t know how to 
“grow’ up.” To retain th a t openness 
of mind, and sincerity of spirit th a t 
radiates from the countenance of 
a child, is to own som ething dis­ 
tinctly great.

A professional m an m ay deduct all 
necessary expenses incurred in the 
pursuit of his profession. These in­ 
clude the cost of supplies used in his 
practice, office rent, cost of light, 
water, fuel, and telephone in his 
office, the hire of office assistants, 
and expenses paid in the operation 
and repair of an automobile, based 
upon the proportion of time it is 
used for professional purposes. 
Many physicians use their resi­ 
dences both as their offices and their 
homes. In such instance the physi­ 
cian may deduct as a business ex­ 
pense the rental value of Hie rooms 
occupied for office purposes if he 
actually pays rent, and also the cost 
of light and heat furnished these 
rooms.

Twenty-four repub­ 
licans and 236 democrats voted for 
it.

“Blind Opposition" 
“It is not for a few’ men to create 
the impression that the republican 
party does not have faith in our 
institutions and in our people,” the 
Vermont senator said. “The repub­ 
lican party should not adopt a pol­ 
icy of blind opposition.”

them in Washington. 
He said, however, that on his sur­ 
vey he had "heard no talk at all in 
Britain of either expecting, antici­ 
pating, or suggesting that the U nit­ 
ed States become an active ally as 
far as war is concerned—ne it lier 
from the man in the street, nor 
from cabinet officials.” 
"W hat the British desire irom us,” 
he asserted. "Is not men, but m a­ 
terials and equipment.”

He would not elaborate on this 
point, other than to observe that a
